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A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Retirement  and  Rediscovery 


fi  mid-November  I  shared  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  my  desire  to  retire  on  June  30, 1997.  after  18  years  as  president  of  Preshytenan 
College.  The  board  approved  my  request  and  appointed  a  search  committee  to  seek  my  replacement. 

In  the  si.x  weeks  that  have  followed  m\  public  announcement.  1  have  received  many  kind  and  gracious  letters  from  good  friends  and 
chenshed  members  of  the  PC  family  commenting  on  my  tenure  as  president  of  this  college.  I  thank  you  for  these  thoughtful  words,  and  I 
treasure  them  and  expect  to  respond  to  each  one  personally. 

Several  close  fnends  have  asked  me  pointedly:  "Why  are  you  leaving  PC  noW^"  As  I  have  explained  to  them,  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  my  colleagues  within  the  faculty  and  administration.  I  think  mid- 1997  is  a  good  time  —  both  personally  and  within  the  life 
of  Presbyterian  College  —  for  me  to  step  down. 

I  will  be  64  in  March  and  am  blessed  with  good  health  and  abundant  energy.  In  my  "post  PC"  years  I  expect  to  be  active  and  to 
develop  many  personal  interests  which  1  have  not  had  the  time  to  develop  as  a  college  president.  1  see  the  years  ahead  as  an  exciting  time 
of  personal  rediscovery  as  I  move  out  of  my  present  career  track  covering  the  past  32  years  in  higher  education.  It  has  been  a  great 
privilege  for  me  to  serve  as  president  of  Presbyterian  College,  and  frankly,  it  is  not  easy  to  leave  this  position  and  the  many  friendships  1 
have  enjoyed.   I  will  always  love  Presbyterian  College  1 

Just  as  in  all  orgamzations,  colleges  go  through  cycles.  It  is  my  personal  assessment  that  we  are  completing  a  cycle  in  the  mid  '90s  at 
PC.  During  the  first  six  years  of  this  decade  we  have  conducted  a  very  successful  capital  campaign  raising  S38.5  million.  We  have  built 
and  dedicated  an  elegant  and  technologically  advanced  $6  million  academic  center  as  well  as  built  new  additions  to  Templeton  Center.  We 
have  seen  the  endowment  grow  in  value  from  S31  million  to  S53  million.  We  have  been  granted  our  10-year  reaccreditation  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  We  have  enjoyed  both  record  gifts  and  student  enrollments.  And.  we  have  been  consistently  rated  as 
one  of  the  top  160  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  country.  Now  it  is  time  to  focus  on  the  future  needs  of  Presbytenan  College  for  the  next 
decade  leading  on  into  the  21st  century. 

The  new  president  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  head  a  strong  college  well  positioned  for  further  senice  in  Christian  higher 
education.  You  can  be  sure  that  in  the  years  ahead  I  will  applaud  Presbyterian  College's  continued  ascendancy  in  the  ranks  of  respected 
national  liberal  arts  colleges  that  offer  a  high  quality .  career-oriented,  value-based  undergraduate  education  to  a  selective  group  of  students.

Orr  Announces  Plans 
To  Retire  As  President 


Successful  Tenure  To  End 
After  18  Years  At  PC 

n  committee  has  begun  the  search  for  a 
new  president  at  Presbylerian  College  following 
the  Nov.  1 1  announcement  by  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr 
that  he  will  retire  at  the  end  of  this  academic  year. 

The  college's  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  his 
retirement  request  during  its  fall  meeting  on  the  PC 
campus,  held  Nov.  11-12.  and  proceeded  to  ap- 
point a  search  committee. 

In  a  letter  to  the  trustees,  Orr  said  that  this 
was  a  decision  he  had  been  contemplating  for  some 
time. 

"These  have  been  very  satisfying  and  stimu- 
lating years  for  me  as  we  have  all  pulled  together  to 
develop  the  intellectual  and  physical  assets  of  PC. 


In  March.  1997.  hvill  be  64  years  old.  As  I 
look  to  the  fiiture.  I  believe  it  is  best,  both 
for  Presbytenan  College  and  for  me,  that  we 
move  now  to  effect  a  smooth  transition  to 
bring  in  new  presidemial  leadership  in  the 
summer  of  1997,"  the  letter  said. 

Dr.  Frank  Harrington,  chairman  of 
PC's  Board  of  Trustees,  said  that  the  board  accepts 
this  news  with  decidedly  mixed  emotions. 

"First,  we  regret  to  see  him  relinquish  the 
leadership  of  our  college  at  a  time  when  we  are 
poised  to  claim  the  full  promise  of  our  heritage  as 
a  church-related  institution  —  an  institution  that 
has  been  at  work  shaping  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
students  within  the  framework  of  the  Christian 
faith  as  reflected  in  our  reformed  hentage  since 
1 880,"  said  Hamngton.  seniorministerof  Peachtree 
Presbvtenan  Church  in  Atlanta.  "Secondlv.  we  are

glad  that  Dr.  Orr  and  Mrs.  Orr.  while  reaching  the 
age  of  retirement,  have  exciting  plans  for  enjoying 
the  future  with  their  family." 

Kenneth  Bradley  Orr  took  office  at  Presbyte- 
nan College  in  mid- 1 979.  becoming  the  1 5th  presi- 
dent since  the  institution  was  established  in  1880. 

The  Orr  era  at  PC  has  brought  a  vastly  ex- 
panded curriculum,  a  25  percent  increase  in  the 
size  of  the  faculty,  record  enrollment,  and  national 
recognition  of  academic  excellence.  Ten  new  fa- 
cilities have  been  constructed  on  campus  during

his  tenure,  and  four  more  have  been  totally 
renovated.  His  management  and  fund-raising 
skills  have  brought  unprecedented  financial  sta- 
bility to  the  college  with  the  endowment  grow- 
ing from  S6  million  in  1979  to  its  present  value 
exceeding  S52  million. 

He  came  to  PC  from  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  in  Richmond. 
\'a..  where  he  served  as  president  for  five  years. 
Pnor  to  that  he  was  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, also  in  Richmond,  where  he  spent  two 
years  as  assistant  to  the  president  and  eight  years 
as  \  ice  president. 

A  native  of  Charlotte.  N.C..  he  earned  his 
B..^.  degree  in  business  administration  from 


Duke  University  in  1954.  master  of  divinity 
and  master  of  theology  degrees  from  Union 
Seminary,  and  a  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of 
Michigan's  Center  for  the  Study  of  Higher 
Education. 

He  has  served  on  numerous  state,  re- 
gional, and  national  boards  and  committees, 
including  serving  as  president  of  the  .Associa- 
tion of  Presbyterian  Colleges  and  Universities 
and  a  member  of  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education 
Richard  Riley's  National  .Advisory  Committee 
on  Institutional  Quality  and  Integrity. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Janice  Jarrett, 
ha\  e  three  sons  —  Kevin,  Jeff,  and  Jon  —  and 
one  mndchild. 


Harrington  Praises 
Orr's  Service  To  PC 

Ur.  Frank  Harrington,  chairman  of  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees,  issued  the  following  statement 
after  the  trustees  accepted  President  Ken  Orr's 
request  for  retirement,  effective  June  iO,  1997: 

It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  I  announce 
today  the  retirement  plans  of  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr 
who  has  sen'ed  as  the  15th  president  of  Presbyte- 
rian College.  Dr.  Orr  has  served  with  great  distinc- 
tion as  our  president  for  18  years.  Under  his  lead- 
ership, Presbytenan  College  has  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  finest  liberal  arts  colleges  in  this  nation.  Our 
emotions  are  mixed  for  two  reasons; 

First,  we  regret  to  see  him  relinquish  the 
leadership  of  our  college  at  a  time  when  we  are 
poised  to  claim  the  full  promise  of  our  heritage  as 
a  church-related  institution  ~  an  institution  that 
has  been  at  work  shaping  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
students  withm  the  framework  of  the  Christian 
faith  as  reflected  in  our  reformed  heritage  since 
1880.

Orr.  while  reaching  the  age  of  retirement,  have 
exciting  plans  for  enjoying  the  future  with  their 
family. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  official  action 
today,  received  his  request  for  retirement  with 
gratitude  for  the  sense  of  mission  that  he  has 
brought  to  this  institution.  We  ha\e just  completed 
one  of  the  most  successful  financial  campaigns  of 
our  history.  Our  physical  facilities  have  been  and 
are  being  renewed.  We  are  now  in  the  initial  stages 
of  our  strategic  planning  report  which  will  position 
the  college  for  strength  as  we  enter  the  21st  cen- 
tury. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the 
entire  board  and  for  me  personally,  we  give  thanks 
for  the  manner  in  which  President  Orr  has  led  us  for 
18  years,  and  we  wish  him  well  and  everv'  good 
blessing  in  the  years  ahead.  I  am  confident  that  they 
will  be  years  of  usefulness.

Opening  Convo- 
cation at  Presb>lerian  College  has  been  a  time  to 
say  a  special  thank  you  to  the  many  patrons  who 
have  so  generously  supported  the 
institution. 

As  the  1996-97  academic 
year  began  on  Sept.  10,  the  focus 
turned  to  one  particular  family 
that  has  been  a  constant  source  of 
financial  support  for  more  than 
30  years. 

Through  the  years,  the  Irwin 
Belk  family  has  been  responsible 
for  some  of  the  most  significant 
building  projects,  student  schol- 
arship funds,  and  academic  pro- 
grams in  the  college's  history, 
including  funding  for  William 
Henry  Belk  Auditorium,  Mary 
Irwin  Belk  and  Carl  C.  Grotnes  residence  halls,  the 
Carol  Grotnes  Belk  Fellowship  Fund  for  faculty 
development,  and  the  William  Henry  Belk  Schol- 
arship Fund  for  student  development. 

Then,  in  the  spring  of  1996,  Irwin  Belk  pre- 
sented to  PC  the  largest  cash  gift  in  the  college's 
history.  In  fact,  the  S3.9  million  gift  was  one  of  the 
largest  cash  gifts  ever  given  to  any  college  in  South 
Carolina.

generous  and  supportive  friend." 
"This  college  stands  in  the 
lengthy  shadow  of  many  such 
generous  finends,"  he  went  on  to 
say. 

Turning  to  the  members  of 
the  Class  of  1997.  Harrington 
encouraged  them  to  follow  the 
example  of  such  patrons  of  the 
college  by  dreaming  of  possibili- 
ties for  their  lives  —  and  then 
taking  the  risk  to  reach  for  those 
dreams. 
"Dreams  are  the  stuff  of  life,  and  all  great 
things  were,  at  one  point,  one  person's  dream,"  he 
said. 

As  part  of  the  Opening  Convocation  cer- 
emony, honorary  Doctor  of  Public  Service  degrees 
were  given  to  Irwin  Belk's  two  sons-in-law,  Louis 
Dean  Miltimore.  an  investment  banker  in  Darien. 
Conn.,  and  Edward  James  Wallis,  a  real  estate 
developer  in  Calistoga.  Calif

At  a  luncheon  following  the  convocation, 
Belk  spoke  of  the  college's  dedication  to  the  con- 
cept of  Chnstian  faith  and  learning.  Presbyterian 
College  continues  to  excel,  he  said,  because  it 
remains  committed  to  the  development  of  the  stu- 
dents' values  and  morals. 

"I  have  always  said  that  the  students  here  get 
an  education  that  goes  far  beyond  what  is  only  in 
the  books,"  he  said. 

A  portion  of  the  $3.9  million  gift  will  go 
toward  the  construction  of  an  88-bed  residence 
hall,  and  other  funds  will  be  used  for  restricted 
purposes  to  be  determined  at  a  later  date.  The  Belk 
generosity  also  brought  a  cultural  touch  to  the  PC 
campus  —  three  Italian  sculptures  that  have  been 
placed  at  various  sites  on  campus.  The  works  of 
Italian  artist  Claudio  Capotondi,  the  sculptures 
were  shipped  to  Clinton  in  late  November. 


Foundation  Grant  Creates  Partnership  With  USC  Med  School 

PC  To  Establish  Medical  Humanities  Program 


n  new  program  in  Medical  Humanities 
will  be  established  at  Presbyterian  College  as  the 
result  of  a  foundation  grant  approved  in  October. 

The  Fullerton  Foundation  will  contribute 
SI 59.000  for  the  three-year  program,  begining  in 
the  fall  of  1997. 

PC's  Medical  Humanities  program,  accord- 
ing to  the  proposal  presented  to  the  foundation,  will 
"prepare  pre-medical  students  for  a  more  compas- 
sionate and  more  broadly  informed  approach  to 
medical  study  and  practice,  and  encourage  the 
entire  college  community  to  be  better  informed 
about  the  ethical,  economic,  sociological,  reli- 
gious, and  political  issues  in  medicine." 

Among  the  features  of  the  program  will  be  a 
visiting  professor  who  will  come  to  PC  for  one 
semester  each  academic  year  to  teach  two  courses 
and  consult  with  members  of  the  host  department. 
A  group  of  core  courses  will  be  designed  as  the 
curriculum  for  the  Medical  Humanities  program, 
and  special  speakers  will  be  invited  for  campus- 
wide  convocations  to  address  issues  of  broad  social 
and  ethical  concerns  related  to  medicine.  Funds 
will  also  be  used  for  faculty  development,  student 
development,  and  library  and  media  resources. 

"This  program  offers  outstanding  opportuni- 
ties for  Presbyterian  College  students."  said  PC 
President  Kenneth  B.  Orr.  "It  complements  our 
Applied  Ethics  Program  which  has  over  a  few 
years  captured  the  attention  of  the  entire  campus 
community.  Our  pre-medical  program,  with  its 
long  history  of  service,  is  well-positioned  to  inte 
grate  this  critical  element  into  its  curriculum.  Fi 
nally,  the  program  in  Medical  Humanities  comes  at 
a  time  when  the  issues  affecting  medical  profes- 
sionals and  the  medical  profession  are  near  crisis. 
We  must  provide  our  students  with  the  tools  to  care 
for  their  patients  with  both  technical  skill  and 
consideration  of  the  ethical,  economic,  social,  and 
political  issues  attendant  upon  such  care."

partnership  with  the  Medical  School  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina.  Numerous  joint  activities 
have  been  proposed,  including  cooperative  work- 
shops, shared  speakers,  and  planned  excursions  for 
PC  students  to  the  USC  Medical  School  facilities. 

Dr.  Stanley  Fowler  of  the  USC  Medical 
School  is  especially  excited  about  this  project. 

"We  are  very  pleased  that  we  can  partner 
with  Presbytenan  College  on  a  program  such  as 
this."  Fowler  said,  "and  we  hope  that  it  sets  a 
precedent  for  other  schools  in  the  state  to  follow." 


For  Fowler,  the  PC  students  will  not  only  get 
a  more  informed  perspective  about  what  it  takes  to 
get  into  medical  school,  but  they  will  also  become 
better  candidates  for  acceptance  in  the  process. 

"We  want  the  best  possible  students  we  can 
get,"  he  said,  "and  we  believe  the  very  best  candi- 
dates have  a  broader  view  of  medicine  —  the 
ethical  concerns  that  we  face  today,  the  economic 
concerns  of  managed  care.  Obviously  it's  impor- 
tant that  a  student  do  well  in  courses  such  as 
organic  chemistry,  but  if  a  student  is  focused  solely 
on  the  science  of  medicine,  we  run  the  nsk  of 
producing  medical  robots,  so  this  kind  of  program 
can  produce  students  who  have  also  focused  on  the 
humanities  aspect  of  medicine,  who  can  empathize 
with  their  patients  and  understand  the  larger  is- 
sues." 

Fowler  said  that  medical  humanities  pro- 
grams have  recently  been  established  at  several  of 
Amenca's  foremost  liberal  arts  colleges,  including 
Davidson,  Smith,  Hiram.  Macalester,  and  Will- 
iams. 

For  Lyman  Hamnck.  a  1973  PC  graduate 
who  sen'es  as  a  foundation  director,  this  places  his 
alma  mater  on  the  cutting  edge. 

"I  can't  tell  you  how  excited  I  am  that  PC  will 
ha\e  what  we  know  will  be  a  successful  program 
based  on  a  similar  program  at  Davidson  College." 
said  Hamnck,  who  ser\es  as  vice  president  of 
manufacturing  at  Hamrick  Mills  in  Gaffney.  S.C. 
"It's  going  to  be  an  opportunity  for  all  Presbyterian 
College  students,  not  just  the  pre-med  students. 
and  I  think  it  will  be  extremely  valuable  to  anyone 
—  business  majors,  education  majors,  political 
science  majors  —  to  become  more  educated  about 
these  issues. 

"I  think  this  program  should  make  any  Pres- 
bylerian  College  graduate  proud."  said  Hamnck. 
whose  brother  and  sister-in-law.  Wardlaw  and  Gail 
Carwile  Hamrick.  are  both  members  of  PC's  Class 
of  1975.

Retirements  Close  Chapter 
On  70  Years  Of  Service  To  PC 


/  wo  illustnous  careers  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege have  been  honored  in  a  most  fitting  way. 

English  professor  Neal  Prater  has  long  been 
drawn  to  literature,  and  Manon  Prater,  a  library 
cataloger.shares  in  herhusband'spassionfor  books. 
When  the  two  announced  their  retirement  in  May, 
colleagues  searched  for  a  suitable  tribute  to  honor 
their  combined  service  of  70  years  to  Presbytenan 
College. 

The  Neal  and  Marion  Prater  Book  Fund  was 
established,  an  endowment  to  fund  annual  pur- 
chases of  library  books  in  medieval  and  Renais- 
sance literature  and  architecture.  The  college  de- 
velopment office  sought  funds  over  the  summer 
from  PC  alumni  and  friends  of  the  Praters. 

College  representatives  have  now  presented 
to  Neal  and  Manon  Prater  the  results  of  this  special 
effort — and  the  totals  to  date  left  them  awestruck. 

Dr.  Ted  Brown,  PC's  vice  president  for  col- 
lege advancement,  said  the  Prater  Book  Fund  has 
received  gifts  from  150  donors  totaling  more  than 
$21,000.  Dr.  Lennart  Pearson,  director  of  PC's 
Thomason  Library,  gave  the  Praters  a  booklet 
listing  all  the  donors'  names,  while  PC  President 
Ken  Orr  presented  them  with  a  framed  proclama- 
tion that  also  contained  comments  from  donors 
about  the  impact  that  this  husband-wife  team  has 
had  on  students  and  colleagues  over  the  years. 


"I  don't  know  what  to  say  —  this  is  over- 
whelming." Neal  Prater  said  as  he  thumbed  through 
the  booklet.  "We  really  did  not  want  any  great  ftiss 
made  about  our  retirement,  but,  honestly,  I  can't 
think  of  any  better  way  you  could  pay  tribute  to  us 
than  an  endowment  for  library  books. 

"I  was  in  the  library  at  least  two  times  a  day, 
and,  of  course,  Marion  was  there  all  the  time,"  said 
Prater,  who  joined  the  faculty  in  1960.  "In  fact,  I 
will  still  be  there  on  a  regular  basis,  I'm  sure.  You 
know,  we  may  have  had  to  gi\  e  up  Greek  and  Latin, 
and  technology  may  have  changed  a  lot  of  things, 
but  nothing  will  ever  replace  the  written  word." 

Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  a  colleague  in  the  English 
department  since  1965,  worked  with  Pearson  and 
Brown  to  create  a  fiind  that  would  be  meaningfiil 
not  only  to  the  honorees  but  to  those  friends  and 
former  students  who  bow  their  passion  for  En- 
gland. 

"Neal  was  one  who  understood  that  to  teach 
literature  from  a  certain  period  in  history,  you  must 
immerse  yourself  in  the  politics,  economics,  reli- 
gion, art,  and  music  of  that  period,"  Skinner  said. 
"He  developed  a  special  interest  in  medieval  archi- 
tecture, and  Marion  developed  this  interest  as  well." 

Together  they  made  numerous  trips  to  En- 
gland over  the  past  three  decades. 

"As  a  result  of  their  travels,  Neal  began  to

Marion  Dix  Prater,  who  served  as  head  of  the 
cataloging  department  in  Thomason  Library,  earned 
her  B.S.  degree  from  Iowa  State  College  and  her 
M.S.  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.

PC  Again  Listed  Among^^ 
Top  Liberal  Arts  Colleges     ' 

r rhen  the  annual  rankings  of 
"America's  Best  Colleges'"  by  U.S. 
News  &  World  Report  hit  the 
newsstands  in  September, 
Presbyterian  College  once  again 
found  itself  listed  among  a 
number  of  outstanding 
institutions  in  the  category  of 
National  Liberal  Arts 
Colleges. 

For  the  first  six 
years  that  the  magazine 
published  this  special 
edition.  PC  was  listed  in  the 
Southern  regional  liberal  arts  category,  ranking 
among  the  top  10  colleges  in  that  group.  In  1994,  however,  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching  reclassified  the  3,600  accredited  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  United  States,  and  Presbyterian  College  mo\'ed  up  fi-om  the  second  level  of 
liberal  arts  colleges  (Baccalaureate  III  to  the  top  level  (Baccalaureate  I).  That,  in  turn,  moved 
PC  up  to  the  National  Liberal  Arts  category  in  the  U.S.  News  publication  —  which  represents 
the  160  top-rated  liberal  arts  colleges  in  America. 

in  the  current  rankings,  U.S  News  ranks  the  top  40  national  liberal  arts  colleges  in  order 
and  then  divides  the  remaining  schools  in  the  national  category  into  three  tiers  of  40  schools 
each,  with  each  tier  listed  alphabetically.  PC  is  listed  in  the  third  tier  —  or,  those  colleges 
rated  between  81st  and  I20th  overall. 

Presbyterian  College  is  one  of  seven  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  Southeast  to  be  listed  in 
the  40-member  third  tier.  Only  si.x  other  liberal  arts  schools  in  the  Southeast  are  rated  in  a 
higher  category,  making  PC  one  of  13  Southeastern  liberal  arts  colleges  so  highly  regarded  in 
the  nation.

I  he  Board  of  Trustees  gave  final  approval 
to  the  1996-97  operating  budget. 

The  college  will  operate  on  a  $24,542,850 
annual  budget,  compared  to  a  budget  of  approxi- 
mately S22.6  million  a  year  ago.

"It  is  clear  that  these  financial  challenges  are

The  environment  in 
which  pn\  ate  higher  education  can  successfully  be 
offered  is  not  what  it  was  e\'en  five  years  ago.  and 
PC's  long-range  planning  committee  will  be  ad- 
dressing these  issues  o\cr  the  next  several  months."

Through  PC's  New  Foundations, 
Planned  Giving  Offers  Strategies 
That  Can  Benefit  Everyone

lAv  hen  William  Johnson  came  to  the  Presby- 
■  ■  terian  College  campus  on  Dec.  27. 1995. 
the  1947  alumnus  arrived  with  a  SI. 000  check  in 
hand  to  honor  his  pledge  to  the  Annual  Fund. 

By  the  time  he  departed,  the  wheels  had 
begun  to  turn  on  a  process  that  would  eventually 
generate  a  planned  gift  valued  at  a  half-million 
dollars. 


"I  just  dropped  in  to  gi\e  my  check  to  Ed 
Campbell  (PC"s  director  of  de\elopment  for  major 
gifts),"  says  Johnson,  a  soft-spoken  resident  of 
Rayle,  Ga.,  who  is  retired  ft-om  the  Georgia  Na- 
tional Guard.  "But  while  I  was  there,  he  talked  to 
me  about  some  other  things  that  might  be  pos- 
sible." 

Those  "things"  included  planned  giving  op- 


tions such  as  a  chantable  remainder  trust,  which 
pays  back  to  the  donor  income  equal  to  a  fixed 
percentage  of  the  trust's  initial  \'alue.  What  re- 
mains in  the  trust  at  the  donor's  death  becomes  the 
property  of  the  beneficiary  institution. 

In  Johnson's  case,  the  casual  discussion 
evolved  into  serious  financial  planning,  and.  ulti- 
matelv.  the  establishment  this  vear  of  a  charitable 


Ihistee  Establishes  Testamentary  Thist  Valued  At  $1  Million

Presbyterian  College  has  received  word  that  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  established  a  testamentary  trust  for  the 
college  valued  at  SI  million. 

Henry  Hollingsworth  "Hal"  Harris  Jr.  of 
Ponte  Vedra  Beach.  Fla.,  has  designated  the 
deferred  gift  to  benefit  the  college  in  two  areas: 
half  of  the  ftmds  has  been  earmarked  for  the 
general  college  ftind,  and  the  other  half  will  go 
toward  into  a  scholarship  ftind  that  he  and  his 
wife.  Mary,  established  with  another  deferred 
gift  m  July  1993. 

At  that  time,  the  Harrises  made  arrangements  for  a  chantable 
remainder  trust  valued  at  SI  12,500  to  establish  a  scholarship  fund.  This 
most  recent  announcement  means  that  an  additional  S500.000  will  go 
into  that  scholarship  upon  their  deaths. 

"Part  of  planning  for  the  future  is  planning  for  yourself  first," 
Harris  says.  "Then  you  can  plan  better  for  everyihing  else.  It's 
foolhardy  not  to  take  advantage  of  this  kind  of  estate  planning,  and  it's 
foolhardy  not  to  get  advice  from  knowledgeable  experts. 

"It's  a  matter  of  being  generous  while  being  selfish.  I  want  to 
look  out  for  my  family  first,  but  the  college  benefits  while  my 


grandchildren  benefit.  It's  truly  a  win-win  situation." 

Harris  is  a  native  of  Greenville.  S.C.  who  refired  in  1970  as  vice 
president  and  general  manager  of  the  Jacksonville  division  of  McKesson 
&  Robbins.  a  wholesale  drug  company.  He  and  his  wife  served  on  the 
Board  of  Visitors  at  Presbylerian  College  from  1985-1988.  and  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  past  seven  years. 

"I  like  PC  a  great  deal,"  Harris  says.  "I  found  that  the  people  at  PC 
thought  and  felt  as  I  did.  I  quickly  found  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  a 
working  board  —  we  get  down  to  the  nitty-gritty  and  try  to  do  the  best 
we  can  for  everyone  concerned.  I  enjoy  ser\ing  on  that  kind  of  board." 

Besides  his  service  to  PC,  Harris  was  an  elder,  deacon,  and  Sunday 
School  supenntendent  dunng  the  38  years  that  he  was  a  member  of  St. 
Johns  Presbyterian  Church  in  Jackson\  ille,  and  has  been  a  member  of 
Palms  Presbytenan  Church  in  Ponte  Vedra  Beach  since  1989.  He  has 
held  numerous  posts  at  the  presbytery  and  synod  le\el  as  well. 

"We're  deeply  grateftil  to  Hal  Harris  for  his  excellent  service  as  a 
trustee  of  PC  since  1989,"  says  PC  President  Ken  Orr.  "Hal  has  always 
been  generous  in  giving  of  his  time,  and  he  is  generous  in  giving  of  his 
financial  support  as  reflected  in  this  large  testamentary  trust.  The  legacy 
of  Hal  and  Mary  Harris  will  be  perpetuated  by  their  gift  long  into  the  21st 
century."

A  Glossary  of  Terms  for  Planned  Giving 


■ 


Annuity  Payments  —  the  annual  or  more  frequent  payment  of  principal  and  interest  to  an  annuitant  or  to  fiis 
or  her  beneficiary. 

Annuity  Reserves  —  the  required  amount  of  money  invested  to  guarantee  the  lifetime  payments  to  ttie 
annuitants. 

Appreciated  Property  —  property  with  a  value  greater  than  the  cost  basis. 

Capital  gain  —  the  amount  of  appreciation  in  excess  of  the  original 
amount  paid  for  the  property. 

Charitable  Estate  Planning  —  estate  planning  which  includes  a 
provision  for  a  charitable  institution  to  receive  a  portion  of  the  person's 
assets. 

Charitable  Income  Tax  Deduction  —  the  amount  a 
donor  can  deduct  from  his  or  her  federal  income  tax  return  for 
a  gift  to  a  qualified  charity. 

Charitable  Lead  Trust  —  a  trust  which  is  irrevocable  for 

a  term  of  years  with  the  income  being  paid  to  the  charity  during  this 

term.  There  is  a  provision  for  the  property  to  revert  back  to  the  trustor  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

Charitable  Remainder  Annuity  Trust  —  a  trust  created  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1969.  It  provides  for  a 
donor  to  transfer  property  to  a  trustee  subject  to  his  or  her  right  to  receive  a  fixed  percentage  of  the  initial  fair 
market  value  of  the  property  for  as  long  as  he  or  she  lives.  Whatever  remains  in  the  trust  at  the  donor's  death 
becomes  the  properly  of  the  beneficiary  institution. 

Charitable  Remainder  Unitrust  —  a  trust  created  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1969.  It  is  similar  to  the 
charitable  remainder  annuity  trust  in  many  ways,  except  that  the  income  is  a  percentage  of  the  fair  market  value 
of  the  property  transferred,  determined  annually. 

Deferred  Gift  —  a  gift  that  is  made  now  whereby  the  charitable  organization  does  not  benefit  until  sometime 
in  the  future  according  to  conditions  stated  in  a  contract. 

Deferred  Payment  Gift  Annuity  —  a  gift  annuity  agreement  issued  by  a  qualified  charity  providing  for 
payments  to  the  beneficiary  to  commence  at  a  future  date  and  continue  for  life. 

Estate  Planning  —  planning  for  the  management  of  all  of  an  individual's  assets  for  the  benefit  of  this  person 
and  his  or  her  heirs. 

Federal  Estate  Tax  —  the  tax  on  an  individual's  right  to  transfer  property  to  others  at  death. 

Federal  Gift  Tax  —  the  tax  imposed  on  the  transfer  of  property  during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor.  This  tax  is 
paid  by  the  donor. 

Federal  Income  Tax  —  the  tax  on  an  individual's  right  to  receive  income. 

Irrevocable  Living  Trust  —  a  trust  which  cannot  be  revoked  by  the  trustor. 

Life  Estate  Agreement  —  an  agreement  between  a  donor  and  a  charity  in  which  the  donor  deeds  his  home 
or  family  farm  to  an  institution  but  reserves  the  right  to  use  or  reside  on  the  property  for  life. 

Planned  Giving  —  the  making  of  gifts  to  a  charity,  resulting  from  a  planning  process  which  considers  the 
effects  of  the  gift  upon  the  donor's  estate. 

Pooled  Income  Fund  —  a  trust  funded  by  a  number  of  donors,  each  retaining  an  income  for  life.  Each 
donor  is  paid  a  pro-rated  share  of  the  trust  earnings.  Each  donor's  portion  of  the  principal  becomes  the  property 
of  the  charity  at  the  death  of  the  donor. 

Testamentary  Gifts  —  gifts  made  through  a  will. 

Trustee  —  the  person  or  institution  responsible  for  the  administration  of  a  trust. 

Will  —  a  person's  statement  to  the  public  regarding  the  disposition  of  his  or  her  property  at  death. 


remainder  trust  valued  at  $500,000  —  the  vast 
majority  of  which  will  go  toward  the  construction 
and  endowment  of  the  new  wing  of  Templeton 
Physical  Education  Center.  The  remaining  funds 
will  establish  student  scholarships. 

"In  effect,"  Campbell  says,  "he  was  able  to 
sweep  both  sides  of  the  street  —  help  students 
from  Wilkes  County  through  his  scholarship  while 
helping  construct  a  much-needed  facility.  And  it 
all  started  with  a  SI. 000  annual  gift  he  wanted  to 
get  in  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year." 

Johnson  is  not  unlike  many  supporters  of  PC 
who  have  a  greater  gift  potential  than  they  might 
realize.  With  the  insights  of  a  knowledgeable 
financial  planner  —  such  as  Steve  Heckard  of 
Rock  Hill,  S.C,  who  has  assisted  Johnson  and 
other  PC  donors  through  his  firm.  Renaissance 
Inc.  —  the  possibilities  for  the  donor,  his  heirs, 
and  his  charities  of  choice  are  numerous. 

"1  think  it's  a  valuable  thing,"  Johnson  says 
of  the  planned  giving  concept.  "You  have  many, 
many  choices,  and  they  provide  a  lot  of  good 
benefits." 

His  case  serves  as  a  perfect  illustration  of 
why  information  about  planned  giving  can  be  so 
important  and  why  officials  at  PC  are  so  enthusi- 
astic about  the  new  Presbyterian  College  Founda- 
tions. 

"So  many  people  are  unaware  of  the  tax 
implications  involved  in  their  personal  affairs," 
says  Jim  Morton,  director  of  college  advancement 
who  is  serving  as  chief  executive  of  PC's  two 
foundations.  "Through  the  PC  Foundations,  they 
can  examine  ways  of  reducing  their  taxes  while  at 
the  same  time  benefitting  their  family  and  the 
charitable  causes  they  wish  to  support." 

In  their  first  eight  months  of  existence,  the 
Presbyterian  College  Foundations  have  pro- 
vided welcome  answers  to  financial  questions 
facing  alumm  and  fnends  of  the  college.  Ironi- 
cally, however,  it  all  began  with  a  request  that 
Presbyterian  College  could  not  address. 

The  call  came  fi-om  attorney  Art  McQueen, 
a  1964  graduate  of  PC  whose  Spartanburg,  S.C, 
firm  specializes  in  tax  law.  One  of  his  clients,  a 
fellow  PC  alumnus,  wanted  to  make  a  contribution 
to  his  alma  mater  by  setting  up  a  charitable  re- 
mainder trust  and  letting  Presbyterian  College' 
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It  Makes  A  World  Of  Difference' 


She  knew  without  question  where  she 
wanted  to  attend  college,  but  a  great 
uncertainty  remained  about  the  affordabilty 
of  her  choice. 

Then,  as  a  result  of  the  generosity  and 
thoughtful  planning  of  nvo  people  she  will 
never  know,  Summer  Hendley  learned  that  a 
Presbyterian  College  education  would  indeed 
be  a  reality. 

"I  had  been  accepted  to  PC  midway 
through  my  senior  year,  but  I  was  not  sure  I 
was  going  to  come  because  of  the  cost  of  a 
private  college."  the  Cheraw.  S.C,  native 
recalls.  "It  was  not  until  the  end  of  my  senior 
year  that  I  learned  I  had  received  the 
McLeod  scholarship  —  then  it  was  no 
question  I  was  coming." 

Hendley.  now  a  junior  majoring  in 
special  education  with  a  minor  in  French,  has 
found  Presbyterian  College  to  be  everything 
she  had  envisioned  it  would  be  —  she  is 
active  in  numerous  activities.  And  she  thinks 
often  of  the  two  people  who  helped  make  her 


dream  a  reality  as  a  grateftil 
recipient  of  the  James  F.  and  Eva 
T.  McLeod  Scholarship  for 
residents  of  Chesterfield  County 
in  South  Carolina  who  wish  to 
attend  PC. 

"It  makes  a  world  of 
difference,"  she  says  of  the 
scholarship  ftinds.  "You  find  the 
place  where  you  know  you 
belong,  but  the  only  thing  keeping  you  from 
going  there  is  the  money  —  that's  frustrating, 
especially  when  you've  worked  really  hard  and 
set  high  goals  for  yourself" 

.Although  the  McLeods  made  their  gift 
plans  before  the  Presbyterian  College  Founda- 
tions were  created,  their  scholarship  serves  as 
just  one  illustration  of  how  a  thoughtftil  planned 
giving  process  not  only  benefits  the  surviving 
family  members,  but  leaves  a  legacy  that  will 
change  the  lives  of  promising  young  people. 

"This  is  a  great  example  of  a  family  that 
had  the  right  advice,"  says  Dr.  Ted  Brown,  PC's 
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vice  president  for  advancement,  "and  we 
want  to  be  in  a  position  through  the 
Presbvlerian  College  Foundations  to  offer 
that  kind  of  advice  for  everybody." 

From  Summer  Hendley's  perspective, 
the  list  of  gratefiil  beneficiaries  to  such  a  gift 
will  grow  forever. 

"Even  with  individuals  as  generous  as 
the  McLeods  obviously  were,  I  don't  think 
they  could  ever  realize  the  magmnide  of 
what  they've  done,"  she  says.  "It  means  so 
much  that  1  can't  put  my  appreciation  into 
words." 


sen'e  as  the  administrator. 

Unfortunately,  PC  had  no  appropriate 
mechanism  in  place,  although  development 
officers  at  the  college  had  been  debating  the 
pros  and  cons  of  establishing  some  t\pe  of 
tax-e.\empt  foundation. 

McQueen  not  only  offered  encourage- 
ment toward  that  end,  but  he  provided  invalu- 
able insight  and  assistance  as  two  foundations 
were  created  —  one  to  receive  gifts  of  real 
estate  and  one  to  receive  all  other  types  of 
gifts. 

"The  foundations  allow  the  college  to 
have  funds  that  are  not  restricted  by  the  en- 
dowment or  current  operations."  McQueen 
says.  "It  opens  all  kinds  of  oppominities." 

But  just  as  important  are  the  opportuni- 
ties that  the  Presbyterian  College  Foundation^ 
offer  to  prospective  donors  to  the  college. 

Dr.  Ted  Brown,  vice  president  for  advance- 
ment, speaks  of  two  kinds  of  assets:  "personal 


capital,"  which  is  what  you  are  able  to  pass  on  to 


your  heirs;  and  "social  capital,"  which  are  those 
funds  that  will  benefit  socierv  in  some  wav  or 


another. 

"A  large  portion  of  our  society  trusts 
government  to  manage  their  social  capital 
through  various  estate  taxes,"  he  says.  "But 
with  just  a  little  planning,  you  can  direct 
where  that  social  capital  goes.  It's  a  way  of 
saying,  1  want  to  do  my  fair  share  when  it 
comes  to  benefitting  society,  but  I  don't  want 
to  do  that  without  some  regard  for  my  family 
and  for  those  organizations  I  am  interested  in 
supporting.'" 

McQueen  points  to  numerous  financial 
planning  options  that  can  be  catered  to  fit  each 
individual's  needs,  but  all  focus  on  four  basic 
goals:  to  avoid  capital  gains  taxes,  to  maxi- 
mize income  tax  deductions,  to  increase  per- 
sonal cash  flow,  and  to  provide  estate  tax 
deductions. 
One  of  the  most  immediate  advantages  of 
instruments  such  as  a  charitable  remainder  trust, 
McQueen  says,  is  the  ability  to  generate  greater

income  from  current  assets,  such  as  land  or  low- 
yield  investments. 

He  cites  an  e.xample  of  a  couple  in  their  70s 
with  one  adult  child  and  several  grandchildren  and 
with  an  estate  valued  at  $  1 .9  million  —  mostly  one 
block  of  corporate  stock  that  has  split  two  or  three 
times  and  is  producing  dividends  of  only  2  percent. 

"Let' s  say  their  goals  are  to  have  more  spend- 
able income  and  do  something  for  their  grandchil- 
dren." McQueen  says.  "They  can  place  their  stock 
assets  into  a  charitable  remainder  trust  and  guaran- 
tee themselves  a  current  income  stream  of  no  less 
than  5  percent,  and  at  the  same  time  they  are 
accomplishing  three  key  things:  one.  they  are  mak- 
ing a  charitable  contnbution  through  their  trust  and 
getting  ta.\  deductions  from  that;  two.  they  have 
sold  their  stock  and  diversified  their  assets  to  create 
enough  income  for  a  cash  flow  of  5  to  7  percent: 
and  three,  at  the  time  of  death  there  will  be  estate 
ta.\  deductions." 

The  only  thmgs  in  hfe  that  are  certain,  the 
adage  goes,  is  death  and  ta.xes  —  and  per- 
haps the  most  common  misconception  in  life  is  that 
only  the  extremely  wealthy  must  be  concerned 
about  financial  planning. 

In  fact,  the  tax  bite  can  be  felt  upon  the  death 
of  any  person  who  has  an  estate  valued  at  S600.000 
or  greater  —  and  that  is  a  level  that  a  surprising 
number  of  individuals  meet. 

"A  person  who  owns  a  house  and  has  a 
retirement  fund  in  which  he  or  she  has  been  con- 
tributing for  a  few  years  needs  an  estate  plan." 
Brown  says.  "It  does  not  take  as  much  as  you 
might  think  to  exceed  that  amount." 

McQueen  cites  an  even  more  significant  fact. 

"It's  estimated  that  70  to  85  percent  of  people 
don't  even  have  simple  wills."  he  says.  "Many 
people  don't  hke  to  think  of  their  mortality,  and  yet 
if  they  could  get  a  sense  of  estate  planning  as  part 
of  living  instead  of  dying,  they  would  really  ben- 
efit, as  would  their  family  members  and  the  chari- 
table insritutions  that  they  support." 

The  most  common  description  of  planned 
giving,  says  Brown,  is  as  "a  win-win  strategy." 

"Invariably,  the  donor  walks  away  from  this 
process  thinking  that  he  or  she  has  benefitted  more 
than  the  college  has.  You  can't  have  a  better  solu- 
tion than  that." 
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Creation  of  PC  Foundations  Provides 
New  Development  Opportunities 

The  concept  of  a  foundation  to  benefit  Presbyterian  College  had  been  a  topic  of  discussion 
for  a  number  of  years.  Certainly,  deferred  giving  initiatives  had  been  in  place  since  the 
early  1980s,  but  it  was  not  until  a  couple  of  years  ago  that  the  actual  creation  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  Foundations  took  shape. 

Now.  in  their  first  year  of  operation,  the  two  foundations  are  laying  the  groundwork  for 
what  promisies  to  be  great  financial  gains  in  the  coming  decades. 

"This  is  a  long-term  enterprise  for  the  future  growth  of  the  college  —  that's  a  key  element 
to  understand."  says  Jim  Morton,  the  person  in  charge  of  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the 
foundations.  "This  is  not  necessarily  an  undertakmg  that  will  show  significant  benefits  in  the 
next  year  or  two,  but  the  creation  of  the  foundations  signals  a  recognition  by  the  college  that  it  is 
willing  to  be  patient  and  allow  the  planned  giving  initiatives  to  play  themselves  out." 

Already,  however,  the  PC  Foundations  offer  a  development  flexibility  that  has  been  sorely 
needed. 

"They  open  up  a  whole  new  arena  for  the  college."  says  Ed  Campbell,  director  of 
development  for  major  gifts.  "Now  we  have  a  foundation  arrangement  that  allows  us  to  make 
much  quicker  decisions  about  gift  opportunities." 

Robert  McCoy,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  sen'es  as  chainnan  of  the  financial 
development  committee  and  is  also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Presbytenan  College 
Foundations,  agrees. 

"This  gives  the  college  certain  fund-raising  vehicles  we  couldn't  take  advantage  of  in  the 
past,"  says  McCoy,  executive  vice  president  and  chief  financial  officer  for  Wachovia  Corp.  in 
Winston-Salem.  N.C.  "I  think  the  foundations  were  a  good  idea,  and  the  manner  in  which  they 
were  established  was  particularly  well-done." 

Another  member  of  the  foundations'  board  is  Bob  Staton,  a  1968  graduate  of  PC  who  will 
join  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1997  as  a  newly  elected  alumni  representative.  Staton.  chairman 
and  chief  executive  officer  for  Colonial  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  in  Columbia.  S.C,  sees  this 
as  a  way  to  bring  together  two  needs. 

"A  private  college  like  PC  must  develop  financial  resources  so  it  can  provide  education  at 
affordable  prices."  Staton  says,  "and  the  foundations  can  put  PC  in  touch  with  people  who  are 
looking  for  places  to  do  something  with  the  assets  they've  acquired." 

For  tax  attorney  Art  McQueen,  a  1964  PC  alumnus  who  helped  establish  the  PC  Founda- 
tions and  sits  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  an  especially  valuable  piece  of  the  planned  giving 
puzzle  is  the  education  of  the  college's  alumni  and  friends  about  the  financial  benefits  that  are 
available. 

"One  of  the  tasks  of  the  foundations  is  to  go  out  and  preach  the  gospel  about  what  is 
available  and  how  this  planning  can  make  such  an  impact,"  he  says. 

That,  Morton  says,  will  be  an  ongoing  process. 

"The  whole  concept  of  planned  giving  is  interesting  and  challenging,"  he  says,  "and  it's 
also  exciting  when  you  see  how  you  can  put  something  together  that  is  beneficial  to  both  the 
donor  and  the  institution."

Professor, 
Student  Flex 
Their  Mussel 
Research 


wver  the  past  several  years,  at 
least  one  Presbyterian  College  biology 
major  has  had  the  opportunity  to  do  im- 
portant research  each  summer  alongside 
Professor  Bob  Hudson. 

This  year,  that  task  fell  to  PC  senior 
Eric  Gee  of  Hendersonville,  N,C.,  as  he 
has  assisted  with  Hudson's  research  on 
toxicity  of  freshwater  mussels. 

The  research,  funded  by  the  Tennessee 
Wildlife  Resources  Agency,  involves  two 
parts:  exploring  the  factors  involved  in  culti- 
vating mussels  in  the  laboratory  and  testing 
the  polluted  Pigeon  River  which  runs  through 
North  Carolma  and  Tennessee. 

The  complex  reproductive  cycle  of  mus- 
sels involves  the  use  of  fish  as  a  host  for  the 
larval  forms.  Hudson  and  Gee  use  an  artificial 
medium  developed  earlier  to  eliminate  the 
need  for  fish  so  that  mussels  can  be  cultivated 
more  easily  in  the  laboratory.  After  the  lar\'ae 
develop  all  of  their  organ  systems  while  grow- 
ing inside  the  fish  tissue,  they  are  ready  for 
independent  life  in  the  river. 

"Before  1908,  20  species  of  mussels 
lived  in  this  river:  today,  no  mussels  can  be 
found,"  said  Hudson,  who  joined  the  PC  fac- 
ulty in  1975.  "Mussels  depict  the  health  of  the 
stream.  If  the  mussels  go,  more  are  soon  to 
follow." 

The  summer  testing,  which  is  continu- 
ing this  fall,  involves  water  testing  of  the 


and  Hudson  worked  together  on  the  research. 


Pigeon  River,  which  is  now  60  percent  cleaner 
than  it  was  five  years  ago.  Hudson  and  Gee 
took  sediment  and  water  samples  from  the 
river  and  did  both  acute  and  long-term  90- 
day  experiments  to  detelmme  if  these  young 
juvenile  mussels  could  thrive  in  this  river 
water  and  sediment. 

"The  results  of  the  quick  test  and  the 
90-day  test  look  great.  The  mussels  thrived." 
Hudson  said. 

"The  research  we  did  was  exciting  be- 
cause you  feel  that  it  has  an  impact  and  is 
making  a  difference,"  said  Gee,  who  plans  to 
attend  medical  school.  "It  was  a  wonderful 
experience." 

Gee  continued  his  own  mussel  research 
this  fall,  working  on  the  feeding  require- 
ments of  these  juvenile  mussels  for  his  biol- 
ogy honors  research  assignment.  He  is  trying 
to  imitate  the  food  supply  that  the  n\  er  natu- 
rally provides  in  order  to  allow  these  juve- 
niles to  flourish  in  the  laboratory  setting, 
something  that  no  laboratory  has  done  for  a 
time  period  longer  than  a  few  weeks.

Father  Of  PC  Student 
Elected  To  U.S.  Senate 

Ohe  had  just  barely  gotten  used  to  being  the  daughter  of  a  state  atiomey  general,  but  now 
Presbyterian  College  junior  Ruth  Sessions  of  Mobile.  Ala.,  has  a  new  experience  on  the  horizon. 
Beginning  in  January,  she  becomes  the  daughter  of  a  U.S.  senator. 

Her  father.  Jeff  Sessions,  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  November  to  fill  the  seat  vacated 
by  Democrat  Howell  Heflin  who  retired  after  18  years  of  service.  Sessions,  a  Republican,  defeated 
Democratic  candidate  Roger  Bedford  by  garner- 
ing 52  percent  of  the  vote  in  the  No\'ember  elec- 
tion. Ironically,  it  was  Bedford's  second  battle 
against  a  formidable  opponent  v\ith  PC  connec- 
tions. ha\ing  sun i\ed  a  pnmar\'  runoff  against 
U.S.  Congressman  Glenn  Browder.  a  ]%5  PC 
alumnus. 

Sessions  came  to  the  Senate  race  as  a  rela- 
tive newcomer  to  politics,  having  been  elected  as 
Alabama's  attorney  general  only  two  years  ago. 
As  a  result,  the  rest  of  the  family  is  still  getting 
used  to  the  experience. 

"My  dad  just  decided  on  his  own  gumption  to  enter  that  first  election  in  1994,  and  it  was  kind 
of  crazy  to  the  rest  of  us,  but  a  lot  people  encouraged  him  to  run  this  time,"  Ruth  said  in  early 
December.  "My  parents  just  returned  home  from  a  week  of  orientation  in  Washington,  and  we're 
all  excited  about  this." 

For  the  senator-elect,  that  excitement  means  a  chance  to  make  a  difference. 

"I  just  want  to  contnbute  to  the  go\  eming  of  .\merica  and  accomplish  something,"  he  said, 
"whether  it's  improving  criminal  justice,  comfronting  the  federal  deficit,  or  dealing  with  other 
significant  issues. 

"And  I've  got  to  say  that  1  consider  it  a  great  asset  ha\ing  attended  a  small,  church-related, 
liberal  arts  college."  said  Sessions,  a  graduate  of  Huntington  (Ala.)  College.  "Not  only  does  a 
liberal  arts  education,  like  the  kind  offered  at  PC.  teach  you  how  to  assimilate  a  lot  of  information 
and  comprehend  complex  issues,  but  the  church  connection  helps  build  lifelong  values  and 
principles  that  become  more  and  more  important  as  the  challenges  grow  greater."

The  Media  &  Popular  Culture 


Variety  Of  Experts  Address 
'96-97  Russell  Program  Topic 


l/K, 


f  hile  many  college  professors  spend  much 
of  their  spare  time  in  research  or  academic  debate, 
some  members  of  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty 
might  have  prepared  for  this  academic  year  by 
tuning  into  "The  X-Files"  and  MTV.  reading 
through  the  latest  issues  of  Cosmopolitan  and  Roll- 
ing Stone,  or  listening  to  CDs  by  Smashing  Pump- 
kins and  Alanis  Morrissette. 

Scholarly  pursuits? 

For  faculty  and  students  on  the  PC  campus 
this  year,  an  examination  of  the  mass  media  and 
icons  of  pop  culture  is  indeed  an  intellectual  exer- 
cise as  the  Russell  Program  focuses  its  yearlong 
sights  on  "The  Media  and  Popular  Culture." 

"I'd  much  rather  be  reading  Keats,  but  how 
can  I  say  it"s  not  important  for  a  student  of  the 
liberal  arts  to  study  it?"  said  Dr.  Jim  Skinner, 
chairman  of  the  college's  Russell  Program,  an 
endowed  program  that  focuses  on  the  effects  that 
modem  communications  media  have  on  society 


and  its  values. 

Defining  the  Topic 

The  senes  began  in  September  with  an  hour- 
long  discussion  by  three  nationally  known  experts. 
The  question  to  be  debated'  Simply  this:  "What  is 
popular  culture'" 

For  Ray  Browne,  historian  of  the  Popular 
Culture  Association  and  a  prolific  author  and  edi- 
tor, nothing  escapes  the  realm  of  popular  culture. 

"Most  of  America  is  made  up  of  popular 
culture,"  he  said.  "In  order  to  have  a  democracy, 
you  have  to  have  a  free  press,  and  in  order  to  have 
a  democracy.  1  believe  you  have  to  have  a  free 
culture. 

"Popular  culture  is  everything  in  America. 
You  have  a  world  culture,  then  a  national  culture, 
then  a  regional  culture,  then  a  state  culture,  then  a 
Clinton  culture,  then  a  Presbyterian  College  cul- 
ture," said  Browne,  author  of  nearly  50  books  on

the  topic,  including  "Dominant  Symbols  of  Popu- 
lar Culture"  and  "Digging  into  Popular  Culture." 
"Some  aspects  of  culture  you  don't  like,  but 
thaj  is  irrelevant.  There  are  dis- 
eases that  doctors  don't  like,  but 
that  doesn't  mean  they  don't  do 
research  or  treatment  on  those  dis- 
eases." Browne  said.  "So  you  need 
to  forget  the  word  'quality'  and  you 
forget  the  words  'like  and  dislike' 
when  examining  popular  culture." 
A  second  panelist,  scholar 
and  author  Michele  Wallace,  was 
not  as  ready  to  embrace  the  topic 
without  some  parameters  or  value 
judgments. 

"Whatever  a  person's  so- 
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cial  perspective  is.  they  are  going  to 
bnng  that  to  the  discussion  of  popular 
cukure,"  said  Wallace,  an  associate  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  Women's  Studies 
at  City  College  of  New  York.  "The 
question  is  whether  we  really  have  cho- 
sen this  culture  or  to  what  extent  are  we 
superimposed  into  a  culture  that  the 
media  have  helped  create." 

Wallace  —  a  columnist  for  The 
Village  Voice,  author  of  "Black  Macho 
and  the  Myth  of  the  Superwoman"  and 
"Black  Popular  Culture."  and  editor  of 
articles  that  have  been  published  in  A/.v. 
Magazine,  Entertainment  Weekly,  and 
New  York  Times  Book  Review  —  said 
that  the  melding  of  technology  and  culture  has  had 
an  especially  significant  impact. 

"That  partnership  has  made  popular  culture 
unstoppable  and  unavoidable,"  she  said,  "and  deal- 
ing with  it  is  becoming  an  awesome  and  daunting 
responsibility." 

The  third  panelist  attempted  to  define  popu- 
lar culture  by  setting  aside  some  widely  accepted 
myths  and  stereotypes. 

"The  common  myth  is  that  what  is  consid- 
ered popular  culture  lacks  sophistication,  that  it's 
not  high  culture."  said  Tim  Riley,  editor  of  the 
quarterly  publication  Millennium  Pop  and  music 
critic  for  the  Washington  Post.  "If  it's  popular 
culture,  then  it's  branded  as  not  having  the  same 
aesthetic  value  as  something  that  is  200  years  old. 

"People  also  will  have  you  believe  that  popu- 
lar culture  is  without  technique  —  that  it  takes 
more  talent  to  play  a  piece  of  classical  music  on 
piano  than  it  does  to  play  rock  music  on  a  guitar. 
Well,  as  one  who  has  done  both.  1  thmk  all  those 
perceptions  are  very  specious."  said  Riley,  who 
holds  a  master  of  music  in  performance  and  litera- 
ture for  piano  from  Eastman  School  of  Music  and 
is  the  author  of  books  on  Madonna.  Bob  Dylan,  and 
the  Beatles. 

"Mozart's  lack  of  popularity  in  London  100 
years  ago  had  nothing  to  do  with  quality."  Riley 
said. 

Following  other  comments  by  the  panelists. 


A/i(,i;<,'(t  Thiimpu)ii.  co-editor  of  Comic  Buyers' 
Guide,  lamented  the  fact  that  because  reading 
is  a  lost  art.  eveiything  goes  straight  to  Tl'. 

Browne  returned  to  his  basic  premise  that  all  facets 
of  popular  culture  have  to  be  examined  —  even 
those  elements  that  the  individual  might  not  espe- 
cially like. 

"The  future  of  .\merica  is  in  understanding 
that  with  which  we  are  not  familiar."  he  said, 
"because  with  understanding  comes  some  kind  of 
solution." 

Popularity  and  Fame 

The  focus  turned  to  fiction  and  superheroes 
in  October,  when  renowned  writer  Harlan  Ellison 
and  Comic  Buyers'  Guide  co-editor  Maggie 
Thompson  took  the  stage  to  discuss  "Creating  a 
Legend:  From  Comic  Book  Character  to  Cultural 
Phenomenon." 

.According  to  Ellison  —  the  author  or  editor 
of  more  than  60  hooks  and  1.700  stories,  essays, 
articles,  columns,  and  movie  and  TV  screenplays 
—  fame  can  be  a  fleeting  thing  as  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  Worid  War  II  hero  .Audie  Murphy  was 
rated  as  the  second-  or  third-most  admired  .\mm- 
can  in  the  1940s  but  is,  in  Ellison's  words,  "totally 
unknown  by  today's  culture." 

To  that  point,  he  and  Thompson  discussed 
what  makes  something  eternal  and  classic. 


"There  are  five  fictional  characters 
that  everyone  in  the  world  knows," 
Ellison  said,  and  after  hit-and-miss 
guesses  by  the  audience,  he  listed  them: 
Superman.  Tarzan.  Robin  Hood. 
Sherlock  Holmes,  and  Mickey  Mouse. 
".At  one  point,  every  one  of  them 
was  considered  trash,  and  now  every 
one  of  them  is  a  classic  because  every- 
body knows  them,"  he  said. 

He  cited  fame  as  the  common  com- 
ponent. 

"People  don't  remember  anything 
unless  you  remind  them,"  he  said. 
Thompson  picked  up  on  that  theme. 
"Merchandising  keeps  the  message 
alive,"  she  said,  citing  comic  book  superheroes 
whose  stories  were  as  creative  and  captivating  as 
Superman's  but  whose  lifespan  was  shortened  by  a 
lack  of  advertising  and  merchandising.  "Accessi- 
bility is  also  important.  Mickey  Mouse  makes  you 
happy,  and  he's  everywhere." 

The  bottom  line,  the  tu-o  experts  agreed,  is 
how  the  medium  of  television  has  changed  societal 
habits. 

"Today,  if  you  last  five  or  10  years,  you're 
doing  pretty  well."  Ellison  said.  "Superman  lasts, 
in  part,  because  comic  books  were  the  reading 
primers  for  us  kids,  and  we  learned  about  right  and 
wrong,  good  and  evil,  heroism  and  cowardice. 
Then  television  stepped  in  and  kept  Superman 
alive." 

"Nobody  reads  anymore."  lamented  Thomp- 
son. "Everything  goes  straight  to  television." 

A  Message  of  Liberation 

One  of  Amenca's  most  heralded  rock  music 
critics  and  histonans  came  to  campus  in  early 
November  and  focused  on  the  role  that  popular 
music  has  played  in  shaping  our  culture  over  the 
past  40  years. 

Dave  Marsh  —  an  author  of  more  than  a 
dozen  books  on  the  subject  of  rock  music,  a  record 
reviewer  and  essayist  to  national  magazines,  and 
editor  of  Rock  and  Rap  Confidential,  a  monthly 
politics  and  music  newsletter  —  encouraged  the 
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audience  to  look  and  listen  closely  to  today's  music 
but  also  understand  the  context  in  which  it  is 
peiformed. 

"Unless  you  see  this  world  as  a  whole  place, 
you're  going  to  leave  this  campus  unprepared  for 
the  real  world,"  Marsh  said.  "A  function  of  culture 
is  to  get  you  to  see  those  things  that  go  right  across 
your  face  that  you  don't  see." 

Marsh  spoke  eloquently  on  the  history  of 
rock  music  and  how  the  motivation  shifted  in  the 
late  1970s  and  early  1980s  —  mo\'ing  from  an 
upbeat  voice  of  optimism  to  an  angry  shout  of 
protest.  Among  those  individuals  that  he  included 
in  his  moving  perspective  were  slain  rapper  Tupac 
Shakur  and  rock  musician  Kurt  Cobain,  who  com- 
mitted suicide  earlier  this  decade. 

"It  was  the  arrival  of  Bob  Dylan  that  brought 
in  the  era  of  authenticity,"  Marsh  said,  "but  it  was 
still  a  sense  of  possibility.  It  was  about  a  chance  to 
communicate  between  black  and  white,  rich  and 
poor,  even  northerner  and  southerner.  The  music 
was  a  method  of  transforming  yourself  into  what

you  wanted  to  be.  But  by  the  time  Kurt  Cobain 
arrived  (to  usher  in  the  so-called  'alternative  rock' 
played  by  his  band.  Nirvana),  he  didn't  have  that. 
By  that  time,  it  was  'can  you  prove  yourself  to  be 
authentic  seven  days  a  week?' 

"It's  not  about  rebellion  but  about  liberation. 
That's  what  rock  and  roll  is  about.  That's  what  rap 
is  about." 

Being  Inclusive  and  Balanced 

How  religion  is  handled  bv  the  media  and  the 


reaction  of  the  religious  world  to  popular  culture 
was  the  final  topic  of  discussion  for  the  fall  semes- 
ter. 

Gayle  White,  award-winning  religion  writer 
for  the  Atlanta  Journal-Constitution,  spoke  on  the 
tenuous  relationship  between  religion  and  the  me- 
dia in  a  Nov.  19  address. 

White  has  worked  for  the  Journal-Constitu- 
tion for  24  years  as  a  feature  writer,  crime  and  court 
reporter,  a  Sunday  magazine  writer,  and,  for  the 
last  eight  years,  as  religion  writer.  In  1992,  she 
received  the  Templeton  Foundation's  Religion 
Reporter  of  the  Year  Award,  and  was  a  runner-up 
for  the  same  honor  in  1995. 

Among  the  many  challenges  facing  journal- 
ists in  her  field,  she  said,  is  attempting  to  be 
inclusive  and  balanced  while  reporting  a  topic  that 
strikes  such  an  emotional  chord  as  does  rehgion. 
The  best  that  she  can  hope  for,  she  said,  is  that 
readers  will  judge  her  over  a  period  of  time  as  she 
examines  the  wide-ranging  stories  found  in  the 
religious  world.

the  class  journeyed  to  the  battlefields  of  Antietani,  Gettysburg,  first  Bull  Run, 
Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville,  Petersburg,  and  the  site  of  Lee's  surrender  of  the 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia. 

Di\ided  into  two  teams,  the  students  gave  oral  reports  on  each  battle  and  wrote  an 
individual  term  paper  on  a  regiment  or  brigade  engaged  at  one  of  the  battles  studied. 

The  journey  to  the  Galapagos  —  led  by  biology  professors  Fred  James,  Jim 
Wetzel,  and  Jane  Ellis  —  focused  on  the  natural  history  that  typifies  evolution  in  this 
beautiful  area  off  the  coast  of  South  America.  The  adventure  included  the  opportunity 
for  scuba  diving,  where  the  students  witnessed  pristine  marine  habitats. 

Three  PC  faculty  members  —  political  science  professor  David  Gillespie, 
psychology  professor  Ann  Stidham,  and  English  professor  Dean  Thompson  —  led  a  tno 
of  courses  for  28  students  traveling  to  Oxford  Unix  ersity. 

Students  could  choose  to  take  one  or  two  of  three  courses  during  the  three- week 
period.  Field  tnps  included  a  \isit  to  the  British  parliament  as  part  of  Gillespie's  course 
and  a  trek  to  a  site  considered  significant  in  Thompson's  course  on  Arthurian  legends.

faculty .  Dr.  George  Dupuy  and  Dr.  Jerry  Slice,  accompanied  six  students  to  Han  Nam  Uni\'ersity 
in  South  Korea  for  a  special  course  entitled  "International  Business  on  the 
Pacific  Rim." 

PC  and  Han  Nam  students  attended  presentations  by  Korean  and  American 
professors  comparing  and  contrasting  East-West  perspectives  on  economics 
and  business  topics.  They  also  made  field  trips  to  various  Korean  cultural  and 
business  sites. 

Prior  to  the  two-week  stay  at  Han  Nam,  the  PC  group  had  spent  a  week  of 
study  on  the  PC  campus  and  then  toured  Japan  for  several  days  to  become 
familiar  with  Eastern  culture.

HARD  WORK, 
RICH  REWARDS 

As  numerous  PC  graduates  before  him  have 
learned,  the  Peace  Corps  took  the  commitment 
to  service  that  Andy  Welch  developed  in 
college  and  used  it  to  change  lives.

,  a  boy  growing  up  in  McDonough,  Ga.,  Andy 
I  Welch  saw  iiis  future  somewhere  between  Bug 
Bunny's  antics  and  Wile  E.  Coyote's  frustrating 
attempts  to  snare  the  Road  Runner. 

Welch  vividly  recalls  watching  cartoons 
one  morning  when  a  commercial  about  a  Peace  Corps  volunteer  in 
some  foreign  land  flashed  onto  the  television.  A  man  was  helping 
others  learn  more  about  agriculture,  but  he  may  as  well  have  been 
planting  a  seed  in  Welch's  mind. 

"I  remember  wondering  at  that  time  if  I  could  ever  do 
something  like  that  ...  to  leave  my  friends  and  family  to  help 
someone  in  another  country,"  Welch  said. 

Some  would  have  left  it  at  that  —  wondering  about  what 
could  be.  But  Welch  kept  asking  himself  the  same  question  as  he 
matured.  He  had  to  wait  several  years  for  the  answer  which  came 


from  within,  but  Welch  finally  discovered  that  the  Peace  Corps 
offered  an  opportunity  from  which  he  could  not  turn  away. 

In  November,  Welch  returned  from  a  stay  of  more  than  two 
years  in  the  African  nation  of  Ghana.  While  most  of  his 
classmates  in  PC's  Class  of  1994  pursued  careers  or  entered 
graduate  school,  he  was  teaching  biology  to  a  group  of  Ghanaian 
high  school  youths  in  the  rural  village  of  Zebilla.  He  surrendered 
electricity  and  running  water  to  answer  a  question  he  asked 
himself  more  than  a  decade  earlier. 

It  was,  in  the  words  of  Peace  Corps  commercials,  the 
toughest  job  he  ever  loved. 

"In  my  travels  around  Ghana  and  my  work  with  other 
Ghanaians  —  politicians,  contractors,  writers,  newspeople  —  I 
kept  hearing  from  the  people  who  are  running  the  country  right 
now  about  Peace  Corps  volunteers.  All  of  them  had  been  taught 
at  some  point  in  their  educational  careers  by  Peace  Corps 
teachers.  They  remembered  the  volunteers'  names,  where  they 
were  from,  and  little  quirks  about  the  teacher  like  it  was  just 
yesterday.  It  was  obvious  to  see  that  they  have  exceeding  respect 
for  these  volunteers,"  Welch  said.  "1  can't  say  that  the  Peace 
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Corps  teacher  got  them  into  school  or  where  they  are  today,  but  it 
was  obvious  that  it  made  a  difference  in  their  lives.  I'd  hke  to 
look  on  my  teaching  experience  in  that  way.  Maybe  I've  taught 
them  a  few  things  that  will  help  them.  Maybe  they  were  given 
another  outlook  on  life.  I  know  that  they  got  a  bit  of  education 
that  they  wouldn't  have 
gotten." 

Welch  first  toyed 
with  the  idea  of  entering 
Peace  Corps  as  a 
volunteer  following  his 
freshman  year  at 
Presbytenan  College. 
He  spoke  with  a 
returned  Peace  Corps 
volunteer  and  sent  off 
for  an  application. 

"1  studied  the 
application  and  thought 
long  and  hard  about  it, 
but  decided  1  was  not 

ready  to  make  that  decision.  So  1  put  the  application  away.  But 
at  PC.  you're  constantly  reminded  of  the  college's  motto  'Dum 
vivmmus  servimus.'  It  may  be  a  cliche  for  all  PC  graduates  to 
talk  about  it,  but  it  was  something  that  really  affected  me,  and  1 
think  my  Peace  Corps  experience  shows  that  the . 
motto  had  a  tremendous  effect  on  my  decision," 
Welch  said. 

While  pursuing  his  degree  in  biology, 
Welch  attended  a  lecture  by  Tony  Campolo,  a 
groundbreaker  in  the  field  of  Chnstian  service. 
Campolo's  visit  corresponded  with  the  25th 
anniversary  of  Presbyterian  College's  Student 
Volunteer  Services  program,  and  it  served  to 
push  one  PC  smdent  in  the  nght  direction.  Much 
like  the  Peace  Corps  commercial  he  saw  as  a 
boy.  Welch  remembered  Campolo's  words. 

"He  mentioned  a  book  called  'In  His  Steps' 
by  Charles  Sheldon,  and  said  the  pastor  in  the 
book  constantly  challenged  his  congregation  to 
walk  in  the  way  of  Jesus  Christ.  Whenever  they 
had  a  question,  they  should  ask:  "What  would 
Jesus  do  in  this  situation'?'  That  stuck  with  me 
for  some  reason,"  Welch  said.  "After  my  junior 
year,  1  read  the  hook  and  it  spoke  to  me.  I  had 
been  thinking  about  Peace  Corps  again  because  1 
realized  that  college  was  a  selfish  investment  —  although  a 
necessary  one  —  and  1  was  ready  to  give  back  a  little  of  what  was 
given  to  me." 

Before  returning  to  PC  for  his  senior  year,  Welch  finally 
completed  his  Peace  Corps  application.  It  took  nearly  a  year  for 
him  to  learn  that  he  had  been  accepted.

"1  graduated  and  then  went  to  Afiica."  he  said  with  a  smile. 
Although  his  pnmary  assignment  was  to  leach  high  school 
biology,  everyone  in  the  village  of  Zebilla  would  quickly  learn 
that  Welch  is  an  individual  with  diverse  talents.  Despite  having 
only  track  and  cross  country  experience  in  high  school,  he  was 
recruited  to  oversee  the 
school's  athletic  program 
while  its  director  was 
away  for  a  year.  He 
quickly  learned  that 
soccer  is  the  sport  of 
choice  in  Ghana,  and 
quickly  began  learning 
the  game  himself 

By  his  second  year. 
Welch  had  formed  the 
soccer  team  into  a  solid 
unit  which  began  playing 
at  a  level  of  skill  never 
before  achieved.  With 
the  assistance  of  Dr.  Bob 
Smith.  PC's  director  of  church  relations.  Welch  organized  a  plan 
to  bolster  the  team's  confidence  in  addifion  to  its  talent. 

PC  soccer  coach  Ralph  Poison  donated  some  old  Blue  Hose 
uniforms  and  equipment,  and  Capt.  Mike  Leonhardt  of  the 

college's  ROTC  department  helped  ensure  that  the 
equipment  was  properly  shipped.  When  Welch's 
team  fi-om  Zebilla  took  the  field,  they  did  so  in 
spectacular  PC  blue  uniforms  —  and  they 
responded  by  winning  their  district  championship. 

The  residents  of  Zebilla  knew  then  that 
Welch  was  outstanding  at  building  confidence,  but 
they  were  about  to  learn  that  his  construction 
skills  were  equally  diverse. 

"On  my  way  to  school.  I  would  pass  this 
grass  shed  —  a  wood  frame  with  grass  laid  on  it 
that  was  about  60  feet  long  by  20  feet  wide.  That 
was  the  junior  high  school  building."  he  said. 
"There  were  208  students  in  that  building,  which 
was  di\ided  into  three  classrooms.  It  was  literally 
bursting  at  the  seams.  Over  the  year,  the  grass 
would  deienorate  and  fall  down.  At  the  time  I  got 
there,  it  was  probably  in  its  worst  condition 
because  the  new  grass  had  not  been  harvested  yet. 
1  could  see  students  right  through  the  grass  wall 
and  the  teachers  were  competing  for  the  students' 
attention  because  their  voices  carried  through  the  walls." 

Realizing  that  the  building  was  detracting  from  the  students' 
educations.  Welch  sought  to  remedy  the  situation.  He  approached 
the  headmaster.  Peter  Akeliba  Abanga.  about  the  community's 
willingness  to  solve  the  problem  and  the  degree  to  which  they 
would  20  to  solve  it.  Communitv  and  PTA  meetinas  confirmed 
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the  support,  but  a  plan  was  needed. 

'"They  needed  someone  to  lead  the  project ...  and  they 
needed  a  lot  of  money."  Welch  said.  "Through  some  negotiations 
with  the  district  government,  we  were  able  to  solicit  about  $5,000. 
The  whole  emphasis  was  to  make  this  a  community-based  project. 
It  wasn't  something  that  1  was  doing  or  that  Peace  Corps  was 
doing.  It  was  to  be  a  sustainable  project  —  something  the 
community  would  build  and  use  and  care  for.  1  researched 
materials  and  shipment  and  general  construction  of  a  concrete 
block  building.  We  wrote  a  proposal,  created  a  budget,  and  began 
applying  for  funds." 

Welch  appealed  to  Peace  Corps'  Partnership 
program,  which  solicits  funds  from 
donors  —  both  corporations 
and  returned  Peace 
Corps 


volunteers  —throughout  the  United  States.  That  campaign  raised 
$12,000.  He  wrote  letters  to  his  hometown  newspaper,  and 
support  from  the  people  of  McDonough  garnered  an  additional 
S4.000.  Finally,  during  a  trip  home  at  Christmas.  Welch  spoke  to 
the  student  body  at  a  junior  high  school  in  McDonough.  Those 
students  raised  an  additional  $3,000  for  the  project. 

With  the  finances  in  place.  Welch  began  to  draw  on  his  own 
construction  experience  —  primarily  framing  and  sheetrock 
installation.  He  also  held  firm  to  his  belief  that  the  construction 
should  be  a  community  project,  and  groups  from  Zebilla  donated 
days  of  labor  to  help  make  the  new  junior  high  school  a  reality. 

In  the  spirit  of  Peace  Corps.  Welch  and  headmaster  Peter 
Akeliba  Abanga  worked  together  to  keep  the  project  on  schedule 
and  budget. 

"Peter  and  I  worked  hand-in-hand  through  the  planning  of 
the  new  school  building.  He  became  a  very  close  friend  and 
confidant  —  someone  I  will  always  stay  in  close  contact  with  and 


someone  I  will  always  consider  a  lifelong  friend,"  he  said. 
"Together,  we  were  the  management  team  that  made  the  building 
a  reality.  We  both  had  talents  and  past  experiences  that  made  us 
better  suited  for  certain  tasks.  Fortunately  for  us.  they  were 
aspects  that,  when  put  together,  formed  a  winning  combination." 
A  winning  combination,  indeed.  In  October,  with  a  year  of 
hard  work  behind  them,  the  people  of  Zebilla  opened  their  new 
junior  high  school  —  a  three-classroom  block  building  with  a 
headmaster's  office  and  a  clerical  office. 
Remaining  funds  were  used  to 
purchase  office 
furni- 
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Welch  coordinated  an  ambitious 
construction  project  —  a  new  junior  liigh 
scliool  building  —  that  brought  the  entire 
Zebilla  community  together.  It  remains  as  an 
enduring  legacy  of  one  Presbyterian  College 
graduate's  commitment  to  service. 


ture,  desks,  tables,  chairs  and  blackboards. 

"It  was  as  top-of-the-line  construction  as  1  am  capable  of  in 
a  rural  village  with  no  electricity,  no  running  water,  and  having  to 
transport  lumber  for  about  350  kilometers  —  from  the  southern 
part  of  the  country.  We  organized  the  community,  and  we  built 
this  school  in  one  year's  time."  he  said. 

"Peace  Corps  is  a  two-year  service,  but  I  stuck  around  an 
extra  four  months  to  oversee  the  completion  of  that  school 
building.  1  think  that  project  —  that  building  —  is  the  most 
tangible  result  of  my  being  there.  1  also  hope  I  was  able  to  teach 
the  students  some  biology  and  that  they  will  be  able  to  use  it 
practically  in  farming  and  agriculture  if  they  don't  pass  their 
admittance  exams  into  the  university  ...  and  unfortunately  I'd 
say  that  most  of  them  won't.  It  was  like  any  American  classroom 
in  which  there  are  some  bright  kids:  others  in  the  middle  who. 
with  some  pushing,  will  do  the  work  you  expect  from  them;  and 
then  those  who  really  don't  care.  I  had  that  same  situation  in 
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Ghana.  If  those  kids  are  able  to  pass  their  exams  and  get  into 
university,  it  will  be  another  tangible  result  of  my  presence  and 
my  teaching.  It  will  be  a  year  before  i  find  out  the  results  of  those 
exams,  but  I'm  really  hoping  one  student  will  make  it  out  of  the 
30  in  my  class." 

With  the  Peace  Corps  experience  behind  him.  Welch  is  now 
looking  toward  his  own  future.  He  has  been  accepted  and  will 
enroll  next  year  at  Vermont  Law  School,  one  of  the  top 
environmental  law  schools  in  the  country,  where  Welch  will 
pursue  his  J.D.  and  Masters  of  Study  in  Environmental  Law. 

He  also  feels  that  his  Peace  Corps  experience  played  a  role 
in  his  being  accepted. 

"The  school  is  a  lot  like  PC  in  that  they  are  looking  for 
community  involvement,"  he  said.  "They  want  environmental 
attorneys  who  will  help  communities  and  work  for  ethical 
changes  in  the  law  and  the  practice  of  the  law.   I  think  the  Peace 
Corps  played  a  big  role  in  my  being  accepted,  hut  that's  certainly 


not  a  reason  for  anyone  to  join  Peace  Corps." 

Regardless  of  what  life  throws  at  him  in  the  future,  Welch 
will  always  remember  the  toughest  job  he  ever  loved. 

"Peace  Corps  is  looking  for  people  who  can  work  under  a 
lot  of  pressure  and  adapt  to  situations  in  order  to  be  successful. 
They  are  looking  for  people  who  have  experience  leading  groups, 
and  you'd  better  have  a  sense  of  humor  because  frustrations  will 
come  along,"  he  said.  "You  also  have  to  be  patient.  And  I  don't 
think  anyone  should  be  afraid  of  applying  to  Peace  Corps  because 
of  their  major.  There  are  a  lot  of  past  experiences  outside  of  your 
major  that  will  affect  what  you'll  be  doing.  Chances  are,  if 
you're  worth  your  salt  in  anything  you  do,  you'll  be  accepted. 

"Most  importantly,  don't  go  in  with  any  expectations.  Just 
take  what  is  given  to  you  and  enjoy  it.  It's  hard  and  it's 
frustrating  at  times,  but  always  keep  in  mind  the  reasons  you  are 
going,  and  make  sure  that  they  are  reasons  that  will  sustain  you 
for  two  years ...  and  hopefully  for  a  lifetime."

Just  six  months  removed  from  her  college 
graduation,  Carrie  Yurcisin  becomes  the 
15th  PC  alum  to  join  the  Peace  Corps  as 
she  reaches  out  to  the  people  of  Kiribati.

Carrie  Yurcisin,

n  many  ways,  the  national  Hag  of  Kiribati  best 
describes  the  independent  republic  in  the  central 
Pacific  Ocean.  A  sun  sets  behind  ocean  waves 
while  a  seabird  soars  above  the  water.  Land  is 
nowhere  to  be  seen. 
it  would  be  easy  to  forgive  those  who  have  never  heard  of 
Kiribati,  a  chain  of  33  islands  straddling  the  equator  between  Hawaii  and 
Australia.  The  low-lying  coral  atolls  surrounded  by  extensive  reefs  have  been  deemed  a 
republic  only  since  1979.  when  Kiribati  became  independent  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
However,  with  independence  has  come  economic  reality. 

Kiribati,  recognized  as  one  of  the  poorest  countries  in  the  world,  has  few  natural  resources,  and  those  that 
do  exist  are  expensive  to  extract  and  export.  Poor  soil  and  rodent  infestation  force  many  on  the  islands  to  rely 
on  seafood  or  imported  food.  Dried  coconut,  fish,  and  seaweed  are  the  main  exports. 

These  problems  have  had  a  tremendous  economic  impact  on  Kiribati.  A  leading  concern  is  the  lack  of 
revenue  for  government  development  programs,  including  education.  Although  English  is  one  of  the  nation's 
two  official  languages,  it  is  not  widely  spoken  or  understood.  Even  the  teachers,  who  begin  using  English  as 
the  language  of  instruction  beginning  in  primary  school,  are  uncomfortable  using  and  teaching  the  English 
language. 

The  future  of  Kiribati  is  paying  the  price. 

As  a  whole.  Kiribati's  students  score  low  on  the  English  portion  of  national  secondary  school  admissions 
test.  Poor  English  skills  hinder  students  throughout  the  middle  and  high  school  levels,  and  those  poor  skills  are 
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amplified  for  students  who  travel  abroad  for  post-secondary 
studies.  The  problem  is  also  self-perpetuating,  because  the 
republic  finds  it  difficult  to  obtain  the  educated  and  trained 
woricforce  —  including  teachers  —  it  needs  to  develop. 

Enter  Peace  Corps ...  and  1996  Presbyterian  College 
graduate  Carrie  Yurcisin. 

Yurcisin  is 
extending  Presbyterian 
College's  long-lasting 
relationship  with  Peace 
Corps,  which  is 
celebrating  its  35th 
anniversary  this  year. 
Since  1961,  when 
President  John  F. 
Kennedy  challenged  each 
American  to  "ask  not 
what  your  country  can  do 
for  you,  but  what  you  can 
do  for  your  country,"  14 
Presbyterian  College 

alumni  have  worked  in  the  fields  of  agriculture,  business, 
environment,  education,  health  and  nutrition,  and  community 
development,  contributing  to  the  development  of  130  countries  in 
all  comers  of  the  globe. 

Presbyterian  College's  association  with 
Peace  Corps  has  grown  dramatically  during  the 
past  11  years.  Since  1985,  seven  PC  graduates 
have  served  as  Peace  Corps  volunteers  in  the 
developing  world.  Currently,  three  Presbytenan 
College  graduates  are  working  as  Peace  Corps 
volunteers. 

In  Kiribati,  Yurcisin  is  carrying  on  a  tradition 
not  only  for  Presbyterian  College,  but  also  for 
Peace  Corps. 

Peace  Corps  volunteers  from  the  Solomon 
Islands  began  assisting  Kiribati  with  sanitation, 
civil  works,  education,  community  development, 
and  health  projects  beginning  in  1973.  In  1988, 
when  the  first  country  director  came  to  Kiribati, 
Peace  Corps  established  an  independently 
administered  post  in  the  Republic. 

The  main  concern  of  Peace  Corps  for  Kiribati 
today  is  providing  teachers  and  teacher  trainers  — 
a  need  identified  by  the  Kiribati  Ministry  of 
Education,  Training  and  Technology.  It  is  that 
need  which  carried  Yurcisin,  of  Winter  Park,  Fla., 
halfway  around  the  globe  to  assist  the  people  of  a 
nation  known  to  few.  Her  Commencement 
ceremony  just  six  months  removed,  Yurcisin  left  the  United 
States  in  early  November  to  begin  three  months  of  training  in 
Kiribati.  She  will  then  offer  two  years  of  her  life  to  improve  the 


state  of  education  in  the  republic. 

"I  will  be  in  the  Primary  Education  Program  in  which  I  will 
work  with  nine  teachers,  one  for  each  grade,  K-8,  and  their 
students,"  Yurcisin  said.  "I  will  hold  workshops  with  these 
teachers  in  which  I  will  teach  them  how  to  make  better  use  of 
their  education  program  in  Kiribati.  We  will  discuss  different 
methods  of  teaching, 
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'I  feel  that  PC  has 
definitely  prepared 

me  for  the  Peace 
Corps.  After  all,  the 
college's  motto  is 

While  we  live,  we 
serve.  The  attention 
that  the  faculty  gives 
to  the  students  is  so 
helpful  and  needed. 
The  four  years  of  our 
lives  in  college  are 

so  important  in 
determining  who  we 

are  and  what  we 

want  out  of  life.'

co-plan,  and  co-teach 
together." 

Yurcisin  will  be 
among  a  group  of  Peace 
Corps  volunteers 
helping  to  improve  not 
only  overall  teaching 
skills,  but  especially 
English  education  in  the 
rural  primary  schools. 
Volunteers  work  with 
Kiribati  teachers  in  the 
primary  schools  to 
enhance  the  English  as  a 
Second  Language  teaching  skills  of  their  teacher  counterparts. 
Volunteers  emphasize  curriculum  development,  lesson  planning, 
and  creation  of  appropriate  classroom  materials. 

For  Yurcisin,  this  journey  has  been  neariy  two  years  in  the 
making. 

"I  first  decided  that  I  was  interested  in  the 
Peace  Corps  my  junior  year  at  PC.  One  of  the 
recruiters  from  Atlanta  came  to  the  campus  center 
and  I  picked  up  some  information  and  began 
researching,"  she  said.  "I  finally  decided  to  apply 
when  I  realized  what  a  rewarding  experience  this 
could  be,  and  how  I  would  learn  so  much  while 
helping  others  learn  as  well." 

Ironically,  Yurcisin  is  just  one  of  two 
members  of  Presbytenan  College's  Class  of  1996  to 
join  Peace  Corps  as  a  volunteer.  Valerie  Gatchel  of 
Vestavia  Hills,  Ala.,  left  in  July  for  The  Gambia  in 
West  Africa. 

"We  applied  at  the  same  time  and  shared  a 
lot  of  anxiety  together,  for  the  application  process  is 
pretty  intense,"  Yurcisin  recalled.  "1  plan  to  write 
her,  and  I  have  already  heard,  fi^om  others,  that  she 
is  doing  great." 

Yurcisin  said  that  Presbytenan  College  laid 
the  foundation  for  her  decision  to  enter  Peace  Corps 
and  prepared  her  both  academically  and  emofionally 
to  tackle  the  assignment. 

"While  I  was  a  student  at  PC,  the  activities 
and  studies  which  I  could  say  helped  prepare  me  were  the  Student 
Volunteer  Services  program  and  the  education  program,  including 
practicum  and  student  teaching."  she  said.  "Student  teaching  was 
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an  experience  in  which  I  was  nervous  and  unsure  of  myself  at 
first.  However,  by  the  end  of  the  semester.  I  had  gained 
confidence  and  a  realization  that !  do  have  the  abilities  to  help 
others  attain  their  goals.  Through  SVS  I  learned  that  you  can 
change  someone's  attitude,  sense  of  self  worth,  and  confidence 
just  by  showing  them  that  you  care  and  that  you  are  willing  to 
take  a  sincere  interest  in  their  lives. 

■'I  feel  that  PC  has  definitely  prepared  me  for  the  Peace 
Corps.  After  all,  the  college's  motto  is  'While  We  Live  We 
Serve.'  The  attention  that  the  faculty  gives  to  the  students  is  so 
helpful  and  needed.  The  four  years  of  our  lives  in  college  are  so 
important  in  determining  who  we  are  and  what  we  want  out  of 
life.  The  fact  that  there  is  such  a  supportive  faculty  which  the 
students  turn  to  really  makes  a  difference." 

Just  as  the  Presbyterian  College  experience  prepared 
Yurcisin  for  Peace  Corps  service,  she  is  counting  on  her  two  years

here  are  no  major  ceremonies  or  parades  planned. 

Proclamations  may  not  be  written.  And  few  may 

even  mention  the  fact  that  Presbyterian  College's 

Student  Volunteer  Services  program  is  celebrating 

its  30th  anni\ersary  this  year. 

But  don't  be  fooled  into  believing  that  the  work  of 
Presbyterian  College's  student  volunteers  is  not  noticed  or 
appreciated  in  the  Laurens  County  community. 

In  fact,  many  may  find  it  hard  to  belie\e  that  the  program, 
which  began  with  a  single  child  outreach  program  at  a  Laurens 
church  in  1966,  has  reached  yet  another  milestone.  And  many  are 
just  too  busy  looking  toward  the  program's  future  to  take  a  break. 
Shelia  Hill  fits  into  the  latter  cateson-. 


in  Kiribati  to  help  shape  the  remainder  of  her  professional  life.  Upon 
her  return,  she  hopes  to  attend  graduate  school  or  possible  continue 
working  with  Peace  Corps  —  as  a  recruiter. 

Regardless  of  her  decision,  Yurcisin  is  certain  that  she  will 
return  with  a  feeling  known  to  the  other  Presbyterian  College 
graduates  who  served  as  Peace  Corps  volunteers  —  an  appreciation 
for  where  she  has  been,  what  she  has  accomplished,  and  the  lives  that 
she  has  touched. 

"1  hope  to  gain  a  greater  sense  of  confidence,  knowledge  of 
another  culture,  and  a  greater  appreciation  of  the  simple  things  in  life. 
1  hope  I  will  learn  as  much  or  more  than  1  teach,"  she  said.  "Right 
now,  1  am  extremely  excited,  nervous,  and  anxious.  I  am  having  to 
leave  my  friends  and  family  and  go  to  an  unfamiliar  country  with  22 
other  Americans  whom  1  do  not  know.  However,  deep  down  1  know 
that  this  is  the  right  path  which  1  am  to  take  in  my  life  right  now.  I 
have  faith  in  God  that  this  is  what  is  meant  to  be." 

This  academic  year  marks  the 
30th  anniversary  celebration  of 
PC's  Student  Volunteer 
Services, 


Currently  in  her  first  year  as  the  coordinator  of  Student 
Volunteer  Services,  as  well  as  the  director  of  minority  affairs,  the 
Laurens  County  native  is  no  stranger  to  the  college's  SVS 
program.  While  working  at  Coker  College,  she  often  heard  from 
Chon  Glover,  whom  Hill  replaced  at  PC,  about  the  benefits  of 
SVS  to  the  college,  its  students,  and  the  community.  Now  Hill  is 
seeing  those  benefits  herself 

"Chon,  being  an  alumnus  of  PC,  had  a  fondness  for  the  SVS 
program  that  made  me  realize  that  SVS  is  extremely  important  to 
the  overall  impact  of  our  students'  education.  In  this  profession, 
that's  what  we  live  for,"  Hill  said.  "We  offer  many  programs  to 
enrich  the  educational  experience,  but  you  hope  that  at  least  one 
program  will  have  a  lasting  impact  on  their  lives.  I  hope  SVS  is 
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doing  that. 

"My  first  impression  of  SVS  was  that  it  is  an  outstanding 
organization  that  has  a  tremendous  impact  not  only  on  those  who 
are  provided  services,  but  also  on  our  students.  I  feel  blessed  to 
have  inherited  a  program  with  such  a  solid  foundation.  1  like  the 
fact  that  our  students  participate  in  service  programs  for  different 
reasons,  but  the  one  key  is  their  belief  that  everyone  can  make  a 
difference." 

Dr.  Jack  Presseau  took  that  same  belief  which  is  echoed  in 
the  college's  motto  — Dhw 
vivimus  semimis  —  to  heart 
when  he  sought  to  create  a 
program  for  disadvantaged 
children  at  Todd  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Laurens 
in  1966.  Approximately  40 
youngsters  would  test  the  faith  of 
Presseau  and  his  student 
volunteers  each  week,  but  it  was 
clear  that  the  message  borne  in 
field  trips,  games,  and  religious 
instruction  was  getting  through. 

The  program  quickly  grew  to  include  other  areas  and 
Presseau,  who  was  managing  those  extra  duties  in  addition  to  his 
teaching  workload  as  a  professor  of  Christian  education,  began 
turning  to  student  leaders  for  support.  One  of  the  early  programs 
the  Greater  Lydia  Educational  Evangelistic  Ministry  (GLEEM), 
through  which  PC  students  joined  other  local  groups  to  minister 
to  the  Lydia  Mill  community  in  Clinton,  was 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Sidney  Ayer  Jr., 
who  was  to  become  the  program's  first  full-time 
SVS  coordinator  in  1972. 

Under  Ayers"  leadership  during  the 
following  three  years,  SVS  grew  to  include  25 
programs.  Since  then.  SVS  has  been  incorporated 
under  the  college  chaplain's  office  and  a  student 
coordinator  has  been  added. 

Today,  SVS  includes  34  different  programs 
which  are  supported  by  Presbyterian  College 
students.  More  than  30  percent  of  the  PC  student 
body  participates  in  at  least  one  SVS  program  — 
pointing  to  the  true  success  of  the  program.  To 
have  such  a  program  in  place,  with  that  type  of 
student  support,  is  a  goal  of  many  colleges  and 
universities. 

"Other  schools  have  similar  programs,  but  they  are  not 
nearly  as  encompassing  as  the  one  we  have.  A  lot  of  schools  are 
now  trying  to  put  into  place  what  we  now  have.  The  credit  for 
that  goes  back  to  the  organization  that  Dr.  Presseau  put  into  the 
program,"  Hill  said.  "So  many  schools  struggle  to  find  students 
who  will  offer  a  commitment  to  such  a  program,  but  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  Presbyterian  College  student  body  embraces  the  SVS

program.  So,  while  other  schools  may  have  a  few  programs  in 
place,  I  think  most  of  them  would  be  envious  of  what  we  have  at 
PC.  Our  students  are  definitely  a  resource  to  the  community." 
As  the  Student  Volunteer  Services  program  matures,  it  is 
also  facing  an  increasing  demand  from  the  community.  Cutbacks 
in  the  state  and  federal  budgets  have  led  to  local  schools 
requesting  more  services  through  the  SVS  program. 

For  Hill,  who  was  educated  in  the  local  school  system,  those 
requests  are  important  cries  for  help. 

"A  lot  of  people  have  kidded 
me  about  returning  to  Laurens 
County,"  she  said.  "We  may  not 
have  the  current  growth  of 
Greenville  or  Spartanburg,  but  this 
is  an  area  that  definitely  has  the 
potential  for  success.  The  types  of 
programs  we  offer  through  SVS 
can  only  enhance  that  potential  — 
especially  our  school  programs.  I 
think  our  child  outreach  programs 
are  extremely  important  because 
we're  dealing  with  our  future.  I 
want  to  get  kids  in  the  county  hooked  on  learning  and  to  show 
them  that  learning  can  be  fun.  Hopefully,  we're  doing  that  by 
providing  positive  role  models. 

"But  programs  like  the  Soup  Kitchen  and  Meals  on  Wheels 
are  also  important  for  our  students.  These  programs  give  them  a 
chance  to  realize  that  their  participation  is  a  blessing  to  this 

county.  They  are  proof  that  participation  is  the  key 
to  any  service  learning  program." 

And  Hill  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
participation  will  continue  to  be  the  key  to 
Presbyterian  College's  SVS  program.  The 
administration  of  the  program,  coupled  with  the 
enthusiasm  of  volunteers,  must  propel  the  program 
toward  its  fourth  decade.  Because  the  college's 
student  body  is  not  likely  to  experience  great 
growth.  Hill  hopes  to  increase  the  number  of 
volunteers  from  the  current  student  body  by 
appealing  to  various  campus  groups,  fratemifies, 
and  sororities. 

"I'd  like  to  create  more  programs  with  a 
general  appeal  to  get  more  students  involved.  I'd 
like  to  get  more  involvement  through  student 
groups  and  Greek  organizations  —  some  of  which 
already  participate  as  a  group,"  Hill  said.  "My  goal  is  to  have 
between  50  and  55  percent  of  the  student  body  participating  in 
SVS. 

"We  will  be  doing  a  self  study  to  examine  the  program's 
effectiveness  —  is  it  meeting  the  needs  of  the  community  and  is  it 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  students?  Those  are  important  questions 
we  need  to  answer."

Han  Nam  University 

In  Soutli  Korea 

A  group  representing  Presbyterian  College  traveled 
to  South  Korea  Oct.  13-26. 

Led  by  PC  alumnus  and  missionary-educator  Dr. 
John  Somerville  '49  and  his  wife.  Virginia,  the  group 
included  nme  other  individuals:  Ben  and  Jo  Shippen, 
Brenda  and  Butch  Woodward,  Marilyn  and  Jim  Spradley, 
Mable  Query,  Mary  Eleanor  Hurt,  and  President  Ken  Orr. 

In  addition  to  our  two-day  visit  to  Han  Nam 
University  to  share  in  its  40th  anniversary  celebration,  we 
also  visited  with  the  U,S.  Ambassador  to  Korea,  Dr.  James 
Laney;  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Korean  Assembly: 
the  president  of  the  Presbyterian  College  and  Seminary  in 
Seoul;  the  leaders  of  Chungmyung  Girls  High  School  in 
Mokpo  (founded  by  PCUS  missionaries);  and  the  Kwangju 
Christian  Hospital,  also  founded  by  missionaries.  We 
worshipped  on  Sunday  morning,  Oct,  20,  at  the  First 
Presbytenan  Church  of  Kwangju  and  later  had  lunch  with 
the  leders  and  minister  of  this  congregation. 

Our  relationships  with  Han  Nam  University  — 
founded  by  Presbyterian  missionaries  in  1956  —  could  not 
be  stronger.  We  now  have  an  active  exchange  program 
between  the  two  institutions  and  look  forward  to 
developing  other  cooperative  programs  in  the  future.  Han 
Nam  University  has  1 1,000  students  and  is  located  in 
Taejon,  a  beautiful  city  of  2  million  residents  located  70 
miles  south  of  Seoul  in  a  valley  surrounded  by  mountains. 

The  recovery  of  South  Korea  in  the  past  40  years 
since  the  Korean  War  is  a  modem-day  economic  miracle. 
The  country  of  45  million  now  ranks  10th  in  the  world  in 
GNP.  We  can  be  grateful  that  in  South  Korea  there  are  an 
estimated  5  million  Presbytenans  —  more  than  we  have  in 
the  U.S.  —  and  they  are  gracious,  committed  Christians 
who  are  serious  of  the  Christian  missions  of  their  schools, 
colleges,  seminanes,  hospitals,  and  congregations.

n  e  never  took  a  single  education  course  as  a  Presbyterian 
College  Student,  He  never  did  any  practice  teaching  whatsoever.
